hiatal hernia. Usually by the 
time we reach our sixth decade 
of life, the problem has been 
apparent for a time, and we 
may or may not be aware of 
having it. A hiatal hernia is a 
defect in the muscle that sepa- 
rates the thoracic (lung) cavity 
from the abdominal (stomach) 
cavity known. as. the 
diaphragm. This deficit per- 
mits a portion of the stomach 
to pass through the diaphrag- 
m's opening into the chest. 
Most people have no symp- 
toms and the presence of the 
hernia is noticed during a rou- 
tine physical exam or ari x-ray 
study. It may also be detected 
by a test that follows the dis- 
covery of occult, or hidden, 
blood in the stools. The preva- 
lence is higher in women than 
in men, 

When a hernia is present, 
the person usually has a histo- 
ry that reveals that heartburn 
or indigestion occurs from 1 to 
4 hours after eating and is 
aggravated by reclining (lying 
down), belching, or any condi- 
tion that would increase intra- 
КЧ да pressure. Heart-

tion or vomiting. Also 

hao or she may complain of 
chest pain under the breast- 


bone, typically after meals or 
at bedtime, and distention or 
bloating of the stomach and 
spasms. 

Treatment consists of medi- 
cations, activity modifications, 
and dietary measures. 
Antacids, which help neutral- 
ize the backwashed or refluxed 
fluids, are probably the best 
treatment for intermittent 
reflux. It is important to con- 
sult your physician on the 
proper antacid for you, accord- 
ing to your bowel function pat- 
tern. Anyone who smokes 
should be aware that smoking 
stimulates the production of 
gastric acid in the stomach, 
causing this condition to wors- 
en. The diet should be modi- 
fied to include smaller, more 
frequent meals and to elimi- 
nate spicy or irritating foods 
that would cause further irri- 
tation. If all else fails, surgery 


can be performed. 

Alcohol is another culprit in 
the management of the hiatal 
hernia. Spicy foods and the 
consumption of alcoholic bev- 
erages magnify the problems 
and are best avoided. Gravity 
can be your friend, if you let it. 
You should avoid lying down 
for at least 2 hours after eat- 
ing, and also avoid eating late 
at night before going to sleep, 
Another suggestion is to ele- 
vate the head of the bed on 6- 
inch blocks at home, to pre- 
vent lying in a flat position. 
Any activities which increase 
intra-abdominal pressure, 
such as coughing, wearing 
tight, constrictive clothin; 
and straining should be EAT 
ed, also. 

If you think you might have 
8 hiatal hernia by the symp- 
{отв you are experiencing con- 
sult your physician for some 
diagnostic tests. If the condi- 
tion worsens, without proper 
treatment, the hernia can 
actually incarcerate. Incarcer- 
ation occurs when a large por- 
tion of the stomach is caught 
above the diaphragm, and may 
lead to perforation, stomach 
ulcers, strangulation (cutting 
off of the blood supply), and 
gangrene of the herniated por- 
tion of the stomach. 

So until next time, stay 
informed and stay healthy.

Volcanos have an effect on weather | 
conditions around the world :

He might have been the 
world’s first weatherman. 
And, as far as anyone can tell, 


His name was Aeolus, a Gre- 
cian prince who ruled Strom- 
boli, an island north of Sicily. 
Aeolus was called the god of 
the wind because of his phe- 
nomenal forecasting ability. 

Unlike today’s meteorolo- 
gists, Aeolus didn’t have 
access to computers, weather 
satellites or even thermome- 
ters. All Aeolus had was his 
volcano and that's all he need- 
ed. 

Each day, Aeolus would 

watch the vapor column rising 
from Stromboli's active vol- 
cano. Based on the density of 
the water vapor, Aeolus could 
tell the residents of Stromboli 
what tomorrow's weather 
would bring. 
Today, scientists are still 
watching volcanoes to predict 
tomorrow's weather. When a 
volcano blows its top the erup- 
tion can have a dramatic 
impact on climate and weath- 
er patterns around the world. 

In 1991, researchers record- 
ed the largest volcano erup- 
tion this century. Mt. 
Pinatubo, a volcano in the 
Ph ippines, spewed ash and

Pinatubo. The soot, dirt and 
ash circling the atmosphere 
was helping reflect sunlight 
back into space. The planet 
was cooling in some areas and 
heating up in others. The 
weather had changed because 
of a volcanic eruption. 

It wasn’t the first time a vol- 
cano had ruled the weather. In 
April of 1815, a voleano on the 
island of Sumbawa west of 
Bali, exploded with such force 
that it turned summer into 
winter. 

Mount Tambora erupted 
wii the power'of 25,000 one- 
mégaton bombs. It may have 
been the most powerful explo- 
sion in human history. The 
volcano spewed 25 cubic miles 
of ash into the atmosphere- 
ash that circled the earth for

Bringing down trade barriers 
is only part of the battle. As 
traditional restrictions - tar- 
iffs, quotas, levies - are elimi- 
nated, there will always be 
efforts to replace them with 
hidden restrictions. 

No country in the world eats 
as well as we'do. One of the 
reasons is that governments 
try to keep imports out. This 
limits compefftion, reduces 
availability, and raises con- 
sumer costs. I wold like to see 
more consurffers around the 
world have access to the vari- 
ety of high-quality products 
that we produce. 

So we have to be vigilant in 
our efforts to ensure that our 
trading partners live up to 
their obligations and that new 
non-tariff barriers don't take 
the place of old tariff barriers. 

Phony barriers come in 
many forms. One shape they 
take is that of sanitary or phy- 
tosanitary restrictions. 

The Uruguay Round trade 
negotiations set new rules 
which require sound science as 
the basis for sanitary and phy- 
tosanitary trade measures.

I've just seen a good example 
of successful cooperation.

the most promising potential 
markets for U.S. livestock 
products. During 1995, the 
U.S. Meat Export Federation 
estimates that exports added

- year when 0,5. share of the 


Mexican market for food and 
fiber imports rose to 75 percent. 
Leaders of the two cattle 
industries got together at the 
Mexican livestock producers’ 
annual convention last June 
and worked out an agreement 
on bilateral trade issues, sup- 
port for programs to promote 
beef consumption, and the vol- 
untary termination of the Mex- 
ican anti-dumping case against 
U.S/ beef. My Mexican counter- 
part, Secretary Francisco 
Labastida Ochoa, and I recent- 
ly were “witnesses of honor" to 
the signing of the agreement 
between the two cattle indus- 
try groups. We both felt that 
the agreement between the 
cattle organizations could be a 
model for relations between 
other groups of producers. 
There are precedents for 
what the U.S. and Mexican 
cattle industries are doing. The 
national Pork Producers Coun- 
cil has been meeting regularly 
with its Canadian and Mexi- 
can counterparts since long 
before NAFTA. Meat industry 
groups representing the U.S., 
Canada, Australia, and New 
Zealand have long had regular 
interchanges, Last. year, Mexi- 
can dairymen invited leaders 
of cooperatives representing 
more than 90 percent of milk 
production in the U.S. South-

west to a meeting in Mexico. 
The U.S. visitors promised to 
arrange a meeting on our side 
of the border when future 
dairy legislation becomes more 
clear. 

Building trust among organi- 
zations in different countries 
requires more effort than 
building trust among organiza- 
tions from neighboring states, 
but some of the same elements 
are involved: maintaining reg- 
ular contact at the leadership 
level; selecting spokespersons 
who are good diplomats and 
negotiators, and remembering 
the rules of hospitality. 

USDA has a network of 
agricultural attaches and 
counselors around the world 
whose main responsibility is 
representing the interests of 
U.S. agriculture abroad. I will 
instruct them to help U.S. 
agricultural groups make lead- 
ership-level contact with simi- 
lar organizations in the coun- 
tries where they are stationed. 

Tariff reductions and trade 
agreements during the last 
half century have made 
nátions more interdependent 
than ever before. The prosperi- 
ty of the United States, as well 
as that of many other coun- 
tries, is increasingly dependent 
on free and fair trade.
